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Council Investigating Possible Defective Meters 


Arc you paying your fair 
share of the cost for your use 
of Sierra Madre water? The 
answer to that question is 
“no” if you believe state¬ 
ments made by salesmen for 
a water meter company try¬ 
ing to sell new water meters 
to the city. 

The Sierra Madre City 
Council, Tuesday night, lis¬ 
tened to two representatives 


of the water meter company, 
Rockwell International, and 
Thomas P. Kirk, the city’s 
director of public works, tell 
them that the installation of 
1150 new water meters over 
the next three years would 
result in additional income to 
the city, more than $1 mil¬ 
lion over the next 20 years, 
say the Rockwell spokesmen. 

According to Paul Lukacs, 


the Western marketing area 
sales representative for Rock¬ 
well’s Municipal and Utility 
Division, the city’s water 
meters are operating at only 
86*!7o accuracy. Lukacs pro¬ 
jects that installation of new 
water meters will produce 
the T-figure revenue increase 
over the next two decades. 

In response to a question 
from Councilman Charles 


Corp, another Rockwell 
spokesman stated, “The water 
rates will increase because 
the residents are not (now) 
paying their fair share.” 

Ck>uncilmember Lisa Fowl¬ 
er asked why “defective” 
meters always seemed to show 
less water usage. Lukacs’ 
immediate response was, 
“Because of usage.” 

In continuing the matter 


over to its next regular meet¬ 
ing, Mar. 8, the council 
members noted they had only 
received the company’s writ¬ 
ten presentation shortly be¬ 
fore the meeting and that 
potential financial benefits 
had not been fully explained 
by either the city’s director 
of public works or the rep¬ 
resentatives of the water 
meter company. 


Overnight parking on city

The other two, a woman and man, pre¬ 
tended not to know that they needed a city 
license and shrugged their shoulders, saying 
they didn’t know where city hall was located. 
The licenses are available at city hall. 

We walked to the phone, described the 
second set of people to the police complete 
with their auto license number, and waited for 
a reaponae. Apparently, they left town Imme¬ 
diately. 

We will not purchase these sorts of wares 
from solicitors even If solicitors have city licenses 
giving them the ability to sell their products 
In Sierra Madre because of a sense of loyalty 
to our advertising merchants who own bona 
fide businesses In the Sierra Madre News area. 

Solicitors who wish to sell their wares In 
Sierra Madre should have their one-day city 
llcenae open for viewing when they go from 
bualnese to business or from home to home. 
These licenses may not be xeroxed copies. The 
solicitors must go to city hall to purchase the 
licenses from Dolores Thill and must pay $12 
per person for the license. 

Thill says she processes between 14 and 
20 licenses vearlv from these outside solicitors. 
Usually, holidays bring more of them Into town 
since they feel they have a better chance of 
aelling their products then. 

Some solicitors are turned down In their 
bid for licenses for cause such as having a 
record of selling merchandise door-to-door, 
collecting the money, then not delivering the 
Item sold. Other city police departments have 
available Hats of solicitors who go beyond the 
rules of the permits, also, and share those with 
local police.
